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CHICAGO IN 1837. 


A Niece of Dr. Wolcott Tells How It Looked 
in Those Primitive Days—Her First Visit 
Here After an Absence of Forty-Five 
Years—How the Town Tw :ed Out for a 
Charivari. 

Mrs. Francis Proctor, widow of Dr. Leonard 
Proctor, and niece of Dr. Alexander Wolcott, 
is a guest of Mr. and Mrs. Elwood MoGrew of 
this city, as is Mrs. Edward Wolcott, Both 
formerly hved in Chicago, but now reside in 
Washington, D. C. This is the first visit of 


Mrs. Proctor in forty-five years. Mrs. Edward 
Wolcott, who came originally in 1851, has 
been here several times since she left. 

“I came to the city in July, 1837,” said Mrs. 
Proctor toa TRIBUNE reporter, “and didn't 
find much here beyond Fert Dearborn, 
where 1 lived for a time with my sister and 
her busband, Joseph N. Balestier. There were 
no railroads, and I made the journey from Al- 
bany to Buffalo by canal, and then took 
a steamer tor Chicago.

A TRIP TO NEWPORT.

Arrest of a Chicago Resta per on 
the Charge of Paying Repeated Burgiarious 
Visits to Newport end Other Eastern 
Cities—The Evidence Against Him. 
Charles Engel, alias Charies Warren, alias 

George Ingle, a very slick Chicagoan, who, it is 

ebarged, for years bas been the terror of the 

New England States, was run to ground Mon- 

day night at his restaurant, No. 318 West Van 

Buren street, by the effortsof the Pinkerton 

National Detective Agency. Engel, who used 

formerly to run a litt@ restaurant on Adams 

street, near Dearborn, when not engaged on 
his predatory excursions in the East, attended 
closely to bis business and the disposal of the 
goods which, it is alleged, he imported from 
the East: The crime for which he was ar- 
rested was the burglary of Admiral Baldwin's 

house at Newport, R. I., the night of July 1. 

The circumstances which led to Euxel's arrest 

are of considerable interest. He first came into 

notoriety in Chicago five or six years ago 
when he was sent to Joliet for burgiarizing the 
house ot Mr. Libby, of Libby, McNeill & Libby, 

Michigan avenue. On the completion of bis 

term he went into partnership witb the notort- 

ous * Larry Beatty, and the pair made er- 
tended trips from the city, always returning 
with plenty of money. In the fail of 1884 the 

residence ot J. L. Kennedy, Newport, R. I., 

was robbed of $20,000 worth of diamonds and 

other jewelry, and it was suspected that the 
robbery had been committed by a Western 
man. William Pinkerton discovered that one. 
of the missing pieces. of jewelry bad been of- 
fered for sale by a well-known Chicago 

*“ fence,”’ and after a little trouble succeeded in 

recovering the entire proceeds of the robbery. 

The fende absolutely refused to squeal on 

the robber, but after a little shadowing the de- 

tectives came to the conclusion that Engel was 

the man they wanted. He was arrested on a 

charge of vagrancy, and when his portrait, 

which was taken for the rogues’ gallery, was 
forwarded to Newport it was identified as that 
of aman who had been seen banging around 

Newport for some days previous to the Ken- 

nedy burglary. The evidence, however, not 

being strong enough to warrant a conviction, 

Engel was not arrested. 

September, 1885, the house of Admiral Bald- 
win was burglarized in away similar to that 
for which Engel has been arrested and about 
$12,000 worth of valuabies carried off. The 
goods were afterwards found by two farmers 
near a railroad track, their suspicions 
of stolen property being concealed some- 
where having been aroused by the queer 
actions of a man whom, from his portraits, 
they afterwards recognized to be Engel. No 
prosecution, however, followed. Severai other 
houses around Newport and Boston were de- 
spoiled of their valusbles in the same way as 
Admiral Baldwin's, and when the latter's resi- 
dence was again robbed July 1 the citizens of 
Newport were aroused and the matter was put 
in the bands of the Pinkerton agency. Engel’s 
portrait was recognized by Admiral Baldwin's 
servant, who saw u m jump from the portico, 
and this. coupled with other incriminating evi- 
dence, led to his arrest at his restaurant. En- 
gel, who is regarded by the police as one of 
the sleekeat professional thieves in exiast- 
ence, left for tne East Monday night,

Tun corn market in this city was wildly 
excited yesterday. It sold up 3 cents 
per bushel, including the curbstone move- 
ment of the afternoon. ‘The direct cause was 
fears that the crop of this country has been 
badly damaged by the long-continued drouth. 
These fears were entertained not only among 
the speculators ia the corn pit, but in the 
world outside, the mail and the wires bring- 
ing in a great many country orders to buy. 
The latter were so numerous as to cause the 
market to shoot up rapidly, though the buy- 
ing rush was met by selling on a large 
scale for men who had bonght a few days 
previously. For once the shrewd ones mis- 
caiculated the strength of their position, and 
some of them turned round as buyers when 
they saw the avidity with which purchases 
were made for parties in the heart of the 
corn belt whose observation dictated the wis- 
dom of buying. It is estimated by good 
judges that a large percentage of the grow- 
ing crop will prove to be worthless, but they 
admit that in some places a wonderful re- 
cuperation has been witnessed within the 
last few days as a result of needed rainfall.

N important. The facts already given to 
ublic concerning the haymarket meet- 
15 Were so skillfullx placed before the jury 
they cannot have failed to make a deep 
mpression. Mr. English’s account of the in- 
cendiary speeclics of Parsons, Fielden, and 
Spies, as told from his shorthand notes of 
the report, and as sustained by the printed 
report of Tur Tumor of May 5th, 
fully bore out the testimony of detéctives 
and other persons at the. meeting as to 
special expressions in the speeches, It 
was a £semi-oflicial gonfirmation of 
the parts of the incendiary speeches 
already put in evidence. The jurors eagerly 
listened, leaning forward to drink in every 
word. The defense did not attempt to dis- 
| pute the truth of the testimony.. The sto- 
| ries told by Detectives McKeogh, Haas, and 
Mr. Heinemann proved beyond much chance 
of contradiction that the bomb-throwing and 
shooting by the Anarchists commenced si- 
multaneously, and both occurred before the 
police had fired a shot. There was further 
substantiation of the use by Fielden. of. the 
words applied to the police and addressed to 
the crowg: ** Here come the bloodhounds. 

As 
far as this brahch of the case is concerned it 
is apparently completed, and the counsel for 
the prosecution may well rest satisfied with it. 
The testimony *of the witness Thompson 
was good as far as it went, and about rounds 
up the case agains. the prisoners.

The fact that under the Wal street ad- 
ministration the Treasury Department has 
been managed in the interest of the National 
banks is certainly no argnment why such 
a policy should be continued. Sitee Manning 
took charge of the Treasury the surplus has 


been increased and the curreipy virtually 


contracted to the amount of $30,000,000, and 
the National banks have been the only gain- 
ers. Despite the jugglery of the new form 
of debt statement, it is indisputable that the 
surplus is now greater than undef Arthur’s 
Administration, and amounts to $215,000, 000, 
excluding the $100,000,000 gold reserve. 
But, counting only funds immediately avall- 
able for debt-paying, there is no reason why 
$75,000,000 of bonds should not be cailed 
in as soon as practicable and $2,250,000 of 
annual interest charges be saved. Morrison’s 
resolution proposed nothing more than a 
restoration of the policy of montkly debt- 
paying which. prevailed under the previous 
Republican Administration and which was 
set aside to benefit the National bans at the 
expense of the people. A gold reserve of 
$100,000,000, with perhaps ten of fifteen 
millions for “‘ emergencies,” would be ample 
for ali the needs of the Treasury Department, 
and all available funds in excess @f this 
amount should be used to reduce the debt 
and stop interest instead of being retired 
from circulation. Let Congress at least adopt 
the Morrison resolution as amended the 
Senate committee and reported yesterday, and 
compel the restoration of the policy which 
prevailed before the Treasury Depattment 
was put in the hands of the New York 
money kings. In its amended form théreso- 
lution allows the Treasury a working balance 
of $20,000,000 and permits the Presidént to 
suspend bond calls in case of any extrhordi- 
nary emergency, but even as thus modified it 
is an emphatic and needed protest against the 
recent course of the Administration in swell- 
ing the ‘Treasury surplus and refusing tonal 
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APOLOGISTS FOR ASSASINS. 

Dr. Schmidt, Mr. Schilling, and the other 
apologists of Anarchism, at their Turner- 
Hall sympathy meeting, argued throughout 
upon the ground that the press and the com- 
munity in general are antagonistic to the 
workingmen and to the doctrines of Social- 
ism. So far from this being the case, they 
are not hostile to labor nor to the Socialistic 
organization so long as it devotes itself to the 
legitimate interests of labor, and confines its 
operations within the scope of the law. There 
is nothing in common, however, between or- 
ganizations of this kind and the armed An- 
apchist groups represented by the prisoners 
now on trial, whose chief purpose is to make 
war upon organized society, to kill, burn, 
and plunder. Society has no conflict with 
labor or with any organization which seeks 
peaceably to elevate labor and ameliorate its 
condition; It has called upon the law to pro- 
tect it from that dangerous organization which 
proposes to revolutionize it by dynamite and 
the revolver. and to 1 it agalu out

Fielden and others at the haymarket meet- 
ing defined the object of Anarchism when 
they urged their hearers to stab,” to 
kill,” to throttle the law.” Mr. Gruenhut, 


himself a Socialist and thoroughly familiar | 
with the Anarchistie methods, betrayed the | 


real purpose of the conspirators and their 
indifference to labor reform in his testimony 
that Spies was opposed to the Eight-Hour law 
because if workingmen obtamed that conces- 
sion it would delay the time for revolution 
in other words, the time for bomb-throwing, 
murder, incendiarism, and general chaos. 
It is these men who assume the right to over- 
throw the existing order of things whose 
punishment is demanded by society. The very | 


law which Messrs. Schmidt and Schilling de- 


nounce stands between them and an outraged 
community. It is the general impression 
that the law is powerful enough to protect 


“society, and to protect the police in the dis- 


charge of their duties, that has saved them 
from the popular wrath. ‘The testimony has 
already shown that these prisoners were en- 
gaged in a conspiracy to kill the police, pro- 
voke a general riot, and then, ‘taking advan- 
tage.of the eonfusion, to pillage and destroy 
property. It has shown that the assasins 
had plenty of dynamite in their possession 
to carry out their purpose, and that instead 
of killing and crippling nearly a hundred 
policemen they would have slaughtered hun- 
dreds more and plunged the city into hope- 
less confusion had they been led by more 
competent generalship or had not their cour- 
age wavered at the critical moment. 

It is these men, not workingmen nor Social- 
ists who are honestly trying to solve the la- 


bor problem, whom society demands shall be 


punished. It is the organized gang of armed 
robbers and assasins whem it proposes to 
hunt down and suppress. However this trial 
may end, the apologists for murder may be 
assured that society will protect itself against 
the conspirators plotting its destruction. The

flourish in this community. If Messrs. 
Schmidt and Schilling publicly vindicate the 
acts of these miscreants, if they contend they 
had the right to plot the haymarket tragedy 
and conspire to overthrow the law, the pre- 
tense that they are not Anarchists will not 
save them.

and are more contemptible, if not so dan- 


gerous. 


A NATIONAL PROHIBITION SCHEME. 
Senator Blair has not been occupied ex- 


clusively with schemes to pension every- 
body and to dig Government canals in which 
water is to run up hill, but in every session 


vyocated a prohibitory amendment to the 
Federal Constitution. Blair's cranky and 
absurd plan for the regeneration of mankind 
in the United States hag at last been reported 
favorably by the Senate Committee on Labor 
and Education, which takes the ground that, 
however impracticable the scheine, it is the 
duty of Congress to submit it in the form of a 
proposed amendment to the Constitution. 
The, committee insists that whenever any 
considerable and respectable portion of the 
American people” desire to vote on any- 
thing it is obligatory on Congress to propose 
an amendment, and that to deny this is the 
very essence of despotism, and for Congress 
to unreasonably refuse the hearing is a just 
cause for revolution.“ This is the kind of 
twaddle relied upon to support a scheme 
which even Blair's cranky committee is un- 
willing to argue on its merits, 

Contrary to the views of the Blair com- 
mittee, there isa very general public opin- 
ion that the Constitution was not intended to 
be voted up or down at every election, and 
that chauges in the fundamental law were 
not to be formally proposed unless there was 
astrong popular pressure in that direction 
and good reason to believe a large majority 
of the people favored an amendment of the 
Constitution. Under the practice proposed 
by the Blair committee there would be a 
‘dozen or more amendments in question at 
every election, and the Constitution would 
losé all stability and be blown about by every 
wind of agitation. It is the duty of Con- 
gress to guard against hasty, ill-considered 
changes, and not propose amendments until 
it believes the demand for them is general, 
earnest, and well founded. The framers of 
the Constitution regarded the perpetual agi- 
tation of constitutional questions as an evil 
to be guarded against carefully, but accord- 
mg to the Blair committee there must be 
a general vote on the fundamental law when- 
ever such action is desired by any consider- 
able number of fanatics or enthusiasts. 

The Blair committee was doubtless much 
affected when Miss Willard appeared be- 
fore it and “talked like an angel from 
Heaven,“ but it has very serious business on 
hand when it proposes National constitu- 
tional prohibition. In the first place, any 
State that desires prohibition can secure it 
at present, and the Blair scheme aims simply 
to force on some of the States laws which 
they would not adopt for themselves. Accord- 
ing to all experience such enactments would 
not reach the object songht, and could at 
best only drive the liquor traffic into secret 
places and removeit from police supervision, 
In order to deny home rule” to the States 
in a matter that is distinctively one of local 
regulation, and establish paper prohibition 
for the entire country, the. Federal Govern- 
ment would lose the tax on liquors, which 
amounts to about $100,000,000 annually, 
while cities, counties, and towns would be 
deprived of the license fees now exacted. 
The people are not ready to pay any such 
price for prohibition in theory, and cheap, 
untaxed whisky in fact. The proposition is 
too absurd even for a vote, but the conclusion 
reached by the Blair committee is so mis- 
chievous and fallacious that it ought to be 
rejected promptly and emphatically. 
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Tne Mayor’s veto of the report 6f Ald. 
Hildreth’s committee was a matter of course. 
This feeling between rival orators everywhere 
has existed for centuries.

INSPECTORS BUSY INVESTIGATING THE 
BOOKS OF THE DEPARTMENT.

CARRYING CONCEALED WEAPONS, 


Although Thousands of Men Indulge in the 
. Practice bat Forty-Four Have, Received 
Legal Permission to Do So Since June 1. 
Judging by the frequency with which the 
deadly revolver is used by unauthorized per- 
sons, it would appear that the clerk in the 
City-Hall whose duty it is to Issue permits for 


the carrying of concealed weapons would be 


kept pretty busy the year round if all those 
who carried revolvers applied for permits to 
do. so. Yet the fact -is that since June 
1 last only forty-four permits have been issued, 
and for the entire year, up to date, only 160.

cause of the disaster to the yacht Josie, — 
was sunk in the outer harbor recently by col- 
ision with the stmr Gazelle. Much testimony 
not brought out at tus Coroner’s inquest was 
obtained, and, after a @feful consideration of 
the whole, the Inspectors decided that the 
master of the Gazelle was tree from blame. 
The entire fault 1s charged to the misconduct 
of Capt. Linklater, owser and master of the 
Josie. The testimony stows that the Josie was 
not only improperly manned, but that ber 
crew were physically upfit to be trusted wirh 
the lives of innocent persons. It is also es- 
tablishea beyond the shadow of a doubt 
that the master of the Josie was guilty of the 
grossest negligence in pot providing bis boat 
with suitabie signal lights. Capt. Linklater 
was the only practical sailor aboard. The man 
at the wheel earns his living by cleaving ouspi-

othor “sailor” was a painter by the name of 
Dunham. At the time the Gazelle left the 
shore and headed towards the Josie Capt. Link- 
later was in the cabin cooking his supper. 
There were no lights of any description dis- 
played on the boat. Dunbam sang out to the 
Captain that a steamer was approaching, and 
the Captain, without coming on deck, banded 
him a smal! lantern which gave a white licht. 
Dunham made tne lantern fast to the 
pawi-post, in the bow of the boat. 
This was the light seen by some 
of the passengers who were seated in the bows 
of the Gazelle, but the slack of the jib ob- 
scured it from the vision of Capt. Albano, who 
was stationed on the top of the Gazelle’s pilot- 
house.

Advancing grain markets wand higher canal 
rates had a tendency to curtail the demand for 
tonnage, while the offerings were liberal.

Wright thought this a very deplorable Bate 
of affairs. Just how far the Clark law is en- 
forced seems to de a matter of dispute. A 


traveling man stated to your correspondent the 
other day that it wae a matter of common re- 
mark among me boys” that whisky and beer 
can be had in nearly every town of any size in 
the State. “I didn’t believe this,” he con- 
tinued, “soon my last trip 1 thought I would 
try it. When I got across the State line I 
stopped at a good-sized town and asked the 
land lord of the hotei if I could get anything to 
drink. He said: * Well, I don’t know, but if I 
wanted a drink I would go over there,’ point- 
ing across the street. I went over and found 
a ‘temperance saloon.“ I Said to the man be- 
hind the bar: Do you know what I want?’ 
He looked at me a minute and then 
said, ‘Yes, I guess 80, at the 
same time producing a bottle from the ice- 
obest and peuring outa drink. I didn’t like 
the color of the goods and much less the 
smell, but I paid him 10 cents and set the glass 
aside. He looked a little astonished and asked 
why I didn’t drink the liquor. I told him why 
I had asked for it, and said that 1 wouldn't 
drink it fOr 850. He laughed and said, Neither 
would I.” Well, why don’t you keep better 
goods?’ I asked. I tell you why. In the 
Urst place, 1 have to take so many chances of 
being pulled that I have got to sell goods that 
I can make a big profit on; and, in the second 
place, I don’t believe any chemist living could 
swear that was whisky.’ Ifuily agreed with 
him on that point, for it was the most villan- 
ous stuff | ever saw.“ 

It is neediess to deny that in nearly ail of the 
cities and towns of any size in the State 
whisky and beer are retailed more or less 
openly. Chancing to visit a city in which 
is located one of the leading educational! insti- 
tutions of the State, a few days ago, 1 was 
told that an unpretentious cigar store was in 
reality a saloon. Entering it, I found a cigar 
store in the front and behind a partition a bar 
where temperance drinks were sold. There 
was another partition with a door which was 
closed, but from behind the bar a cord was 
pulled which drew the bolt and opened intoa 
third room. Off of this room there was a sort 
of smaller private room with a table and 
chairs. In one of the walis there was a wheel, 
something like a turastile, and on the sides 
were scrawled: “Order what you want—cold 
tea or pop; no orders filled unless accompanied 
by the money.“ The money deposited in the 
wheel it was revolved; and the desired bever- 
age, gaged according to the denomination of 
the coin deposited, was forthcoming upon an- 
other revolution of the wheel. 

In another city I stepped into a little gro- 
cery, accompanied by an acquaintance. He 
disappeared through a back door, and on my 
asking where he had gone the proprietur said: 
He's gone out to see them cementing the cel- 
lar.“ I followed and found in the rear of the 
lot, which was surrounded by a tight board 
fence, a small shed with afew barrels of ce- 
mentinit. A partition ran through the bulld- | 
ing, and in this partition there was a small | 
square hole so low down that one bad to stoop 
to look inside. The necessary change laid 
upon a littie shelf inside this openmg soon 
brought glasses of foaming lager. In these 
cases a feeble attempt at concealing the traf- 
fic was made, but in the majority of cases a 
wink or a well-unaerstood. hesitancy in giving 
your order is all that is necessary, if, in fact, 
that prevaution even is required. 

The new Pharmacy law in its workings re- 
veais the fact that alarge per cant of our peo- 
pie are invalids. By the provisions of this 
law druggists are permitted to sell liquors for 
medicinal purposes only, and to do this the 
druggist must be a registered pharmacist. 
The modus operandi of sécuring liquor from a 
druggist is as follows: Every applicant is re- 
quired to sign two statements, which are alike, 
and in which it is set forth that the applicant 
is Over 21 years of age, is not in the babit of 
becoming intoxicated, and that the specified 
kind and quantity of liquors desired are to be 
usea “‘oniy for thé actual necessities of medi- 
olne.“ These words are inclosed by quotation 
marks in the printed biank which is to be 
filled out. Presumabiy this u done to indi- 
cate them as comprising an extract from 
the law, but if one is disposed 
to be a doubting Thomas these marks might 
smack of irony. At the end of the month tne 
druggist is required to file one set of these ap- 
plications with the County Auditor, and this, 
with bis affidavit that itis a correct return, 
constitutes his monthiy repurt. To see what 
sort ofa showing these reports make take 
Blackhawk County, for instance, as it is per- 
haps fair average of the counties of the 
State. There are fourteen drug stores in this 
county holding permits to sell liquors under 
the Pharmacy law. Dur the month of June 
these drug stores soid £,807 pints of the vari- 
ous kinds of iiquors to 1,438 persons, who cer 
tified that they wanted chese liquors for the 
actual necessities of medicine.”” Of the 
liquor 753 pints were whisky and 3,462 pints 
beer. 

This record is by no means an exceptional 
ane. In acity of about 3,000 inhabitants in an 
adjoining county one druggist stated that on 
one special day be filled eiguty-tour applica- 
tons. No rational person can avo.d believing 
that the phrase, ter the actual necessities of 
medicine,”’ is avery elastic one when such 
figures are presented to him, and it seems cer- 
tain that as far as che treatment of tne liquor 
problem in lowa is concerned the abuse of law 
is more patent than the use of it.

The Sanders-Bassett-Mueller Controversy— 
A Warrant Out Charging Ald. Mueller 
with Fraudulently rie RRO, ee — 
as a Citizen. 

Ex-Ald. Patrick Sanders 3 swore out 

a warrant before Justice Meech for the arrest 

of William Bassett, a liveryman, on a charge 

of perjury. During the morning William H. 

Oran, Who is said to be a friend of Sanders, 

swore to an aflidavit before United States 

Commissioner Hoyne accusing Ald. George H. 

Mueller, who succeeded Sanders in the Coun- 

cil, of having fraudulently represesented him- 

self to be a naturalized citizen of the United 

States, and with baving wrongfully voted at 

the last municipal election. Bassett’s case 

wus continued until Thursday next in $300 bail, | 
his bond being signed by Mueller. The latter's 
case was continued until Friday, bail being 
fixed at $1,000, his bondsman being Peter Berg- 
man. Sanders last night said that some weeks 
ago he brought suit against Bassett before 

Justice Prindiville for various plumbing bills, 

dating back as far as 1880. The amount of the 

bill was $76. When the case was called last 

Thursday Bassett took a change of venue to 

Justice Foote, who rendered a judgment in 

tavor of Sanders for $8.25, the latter to pay 

costs. In a second suit for $48, a plumbing 
bill, Justice Foote awarded Sanders one cent, 
but again the costs were placed on him. 

The latter claimed Bassett committed perjury 

in swearing that Sanders bad done no work for 

him since 1880, pleading that any bills for work 
done previous to that time were outlawed by 
the statute of limitauon. Sanders ay. 
exhibited his books wherein the charges 
against Bassett had been entered at different 


dates. 

Bassett said yesterday that Sanders had pre- 
sented no bill for three years. 

In the affidavit sworn out by Oran it is spe- 
cifically charged that March 9 George H. Muei- 
ler, knowing he was a subject of the Emperor 
of Germany, and not duly naturalized, 
frauduilentiy presented himself for reg- 
istration in the Sixth Precinct of the Secend 
Ward, and afterward fraudulently voted 
at the election held April 6. Oran's name is 
**Oram,”’ and be is a painter. His name is not 
on the registry list nor in the directory. San- 
ders positively denied knowmg Oran, and as- 
serting that he knew nothing of the arrest of 
Mueller until informed of the fact by a report- 
er for THe TRIBUNE. 

The legal point in the dispute is (admitting 
that Mueller was once naturalized, Which 
Sanders does not admit), whether a State court 
can restore the reco of a naturalization. 
Then, again, naturalizahon is regulated by 
Federal statute, and power is given to State 
courts to act under it, and there is a question 
whether the State Legislature could provide 
for the tion of such a record. Mueller 
is held for on the warrant sworn out yes- 
terday. Commissioner Hoyne postponed the 
hearing of the case till Friday morning at 10 
o'clock, fixing the bonds at $5,000, which 
Mueller gave with Peter Eergmann as surety. 

At the office of J. R. Doolittle Jr., who is Pat 

’ attorney, it was said that the warrant 
was sworn out and the action begun yester- 
day as apart of the Sanders-Muelier cuntest. 
They that if the court decided that 
the State court had not power to restore a rec- 
ord of naturalization to make Mueller prove 
satisfactorily by other evidence than the rec- 
ord that he has been naturalized. On the 
other hand, if the courts decide there is a power 
to restore, they shall ask for a vacation of the 
order of restoration on the ground that it was 
procured by fraud, by which the court order- 
ing the u was imposed upon, and in 
this way make Mueller prove his naturaliza- 
tion.

Invalidiscm of Her Husband—She Says She 
Will Never Do Any More Literary Work. 
Hartford Letter to Bostou Gazelle: Among

Stowe and ber family, who will rematn quietly 
at their pleasant dome ou Forest street all 
summer.

Dose, one teaspoonful in the morning 
and the sam? at evening. 

Adults should take one tablespoonrul. 
Afterward drink a iittle lukewarm milk to 
Allay the burning in the throat. 

For children the second dose can be mixed 
with milk, which will render it easier to take. 

The result 1s really marvelous. The inflam- 
mation of the abnormal diphtheritic spots in 
the throat grows lighter at the edges, and in 
this way thev gradually shrink until in tweuty- 
four bours they disappear entirely, leaving no 


sign. 

To quiet the inflamed tonsils the throat was 
gargied at first every two bours, and then 
every three hours, with the following gargle: 
One ounce chiorate of potash to forty ounces 
distilled water. 

This remedy bas been used with perfect sat- 
isfacuon both by adults and children, not one 
case ending fatally. The M:iwaukee Volkebictt 
quoted this remedy 'rom the German paper, 
and afterward rece ved a letter from a sub-

Two Young Women Aw Called There on 
Business and Are & “i Up by Enter- 
prising Bachelors—The Widow Doane 
Goes Out to Save Mer Girls, and the 
fore She Can Think. 

Wagon Wheel (Idaho) Letter to New York 
Sun: A section of the recent bistory of this 
camp will give outsiders a faint idea of the 
demand for women which exists in parts of the 
West.

ing then? Surgeons were ape fifty years ago, 
and knew as much of the mechanism of the 
band as today.

SLUMMING IN LONDON. 


An English Pastime That Has Not Obtained 


a Fvothold in New York. 

“There 15 one Hogiisn fashion which the 
Anglomaniacs have not yet succeeded in in- 
troducing in New Fork.“ sat the European 
buyer of a larxe silk bouse a few days aro, 
“and thatis slumming. In London visiting 
the slums is believed to be about the jdiliest 
and most fetching Aixsipation kaown to the 
fashionable world, The subject has been the 
butt of the comic weekly artiste of London for 
some months sow, and uo wel ted mem- 
ber of society can afford to miss a sjumming 
party during the season. 

“They doit up inggreat shape over there, 
you know. An Enalshman must dress for 
every expedition, no matter whether it is a trip 
to Africa or a walk to the corner. In sium: 
ming, women run to cloaks and men to long 
coais. These outer garments are believed to 


ward off disease, though extctiy bow they do 


it when their wearers breathe the foul air of 
the slums is difficult to imagine. When they 
return to the house of their hostess or chaper- 
on the young people all throw of these wraps 
in the passage, and the wraps ure aired by the 
servunts and retarned by ger the fol- 
lowing day. A supper, more or less elaborate, 
tollows the ‘slum,’ as the excitemedt makes 
al Bande bungr and talkative. There are al- 
ways two pol cemeu with the party, and as a 
rule uot more than five or six people go along, 
London's tramps are liable to prove suriy and 
ill-tempered when their homes are invaded. 
The party start from the bostess’ house m dar- 
riages at ll o'clock or perbaps midnight, al- 
tbougb that is pretty late, and drive to the 
bears ot the London siums, Here they wan- 
der th ough the quarters of the poo, the out- 
cast, and the lost ones of the great town, 
pusbing their way into- rooms where drunk- 

n jouts, repulsive women, and scraggy 
and unkempt children lie sicening like so 
many worms in a baitebox. Thev eo every- 
where, tor the poice do not recogn ze the 
riguts of any of the paupers, and bang their 
way rutblesly ahead. The high-hborn men and 
women guze upon their dirty fellow creatures, 
visit their opium dens, their drinking places, 
dance hballe—o , rather, cellare—and invade 
their living rooms, When they’ve bad ali their 
stomacts and eyes wall stand they return to 
their supper. It never occurs to them, of 
course, that the cost of one such meal as they 
discuss would lit a motntaia of misery and 
wo frow the backs of the poor they have just 
visited. Philanthropy 1s not @ proper tad now 
across the water. 

“Though most Americans would be apt to 
sneer at slumming in London, there really ig a 
reason for it, Here, you know, we are famil- 
iar with all grades of life, from the lowest to 
the highest; but the majority of Enelisb aris- 
tocrats know nothing of people who are not in 
their own class, and the lower quarters of the 
town are full of novelties for them.” 

Is tnere no slummiugin New Fork? 

„O. occasionally. part es of men send down 
to police headquarters and sechre the serv ces 
of a detective fora trip through Baxter, Mul- 
berry, and Mott streets; but slumming is not 
recognized as a fashionable amucement.”’
